If you have THRIPS in your garden or on your bulbs, soaking the bulbs in a solution of corrosive sublimaté 1 ounce 
to 7 gallons of water over night at planting will help. they 


When you dig your bulbs in the fall be sure to have them well dried out before placing in winter storage, and 
don’t neglect cleaning off the old bulb and roots on the base of the bulb soon after going into storage. Do not 
remove the husks before planting time in the spring. After cleaning, storage powder may be scattered over them 
at the rate of an ounce to 100 large bulbs. apg 


GLADHAVEN GOLDEN HULL-LESS POP CORN 


I am again offering seed of my improved hull-less pop corn. I have been improving this high grade 
corn by selection and crossing for a number of years until I believe I have the finest quality pop corn grown. A 
slight cross from golden bantam sweet corn has improved the flavor. This corn is very early for pop. corn 130 days 
from planting to popping. The seed I sell is from choice selected ears grown in 1943. Those who have been growing 
tough corn with a field corn flavor and a large number of “old maids” in the bottom of the popper find it hard to 
believe pop corn can be so sweet and tender. Many people dry out pop corn too much; once properly dried store in 
a cool dry closet. Kept in a warm room it will soon refuse to pop. Plant at same time you plant sweet corn in your 
locality. Hen manure and superphosphate well mixed about a pint to a hill, but away from contact with the seed, is 
about the best fertilizer for pop corn. TRY IT. Don’t let over five stalks grow to the hill and have the hills at least 
2% to 3 feet apart. Two ounce package, 18c postpaid.
